The state department la expected 
to make a formal statement of Its 
views on the situation on Monday, 
Meanwhile authorities here private- 
ly described eventa In Romania, in- 
volving the detenUon ot Romanian 
tlUiens employed by the American 
government there, at port ot a 
general pattern by which an effort 
Is bttng made to sweep away pol- 
itical opponents ot tho Red regimes 
before the peace treaties can be- 
-imo ettecUve. 

It Is expected here that Imposi- 
tion ot tho peace treaties will con- 
siderably curtail Russia's actions In 
some areas, notably Romania, Bul- 
garls, snd Hungary, although so 
as they manage to keep Rua- 
army forces in any of those 
eountriea they will have efteetlre 
local control. 

On the other aide all slgna hera 
Indicate that the United States ht- 
tends to stand firm at every point 
eastern Europe where It can do 
OS a matter of upholding dther 
previous agreements with Russia or 
lines of conduct which are conali]- 
ered here to be based on demociatle 
principles. The long-range aim ot

Now General de OauUe comes forth with 
a plan to trnnsform what In called the blR 
four (but Is actually the big two) Into a big 
three. And. while everyone does not aRrce 
with him, no one seems very flurprlsed. 

What the French patriot-statesman pro- 
poses Is that two formerly great powers, now 
weakened by war and altered by the shlftlriR 
tides of history, should pool their diminished 
strength, gather about them the nmnll na- 
tions of Europe (including a decentralized 
Germany) and attempt to "re-establish tlie 
equilibrium, If not of the old world, between 
the two new ones." 

Certainly, the world aoema to be returning 
to. If not yet achieving, balance-of-power 
politico. The situation Is persistently alarm- 
ing. And one of the few hopeful Interludes In 
recent months haa been the success of France 
— or St least of France'a Premier-President 
Bldault — In reconciling some differences that 
divided the United States and Russia. But 
that am&ll success scarcely guarantee* that 
General de Gaulle's proposal would be equally 
fluccessful on a large scale. 

General de Gaulle, of course, docs not now 
hold public office. Yet he I« a man who, like 
Winston Churchill, is listened to at home and 
abroad. In and out ot office. And many be- 
lieve his political retirement Is only temp- 
orary. 

8o there may be something be,^!de8 the un- 
official source to account lor the nenallve 
reception given the general's proposal, Brit- 
ain's notable lack of enthusiasm can probably 
be accounted for by her natural wish to cling 
close to American strength, rather than ca^t 
her lot with a minor alliance. 

Also, General de Gaulle's proposal seem.*! to 
be based In part on nationalistic self-inter- 
est. He desires, as only a Frenchman can. a 
permanent removal of the German menace. 
He la anxious, as Is most of the world, to see 
Prance restored to her former eminence and 
distinction. 

But can thja be achieved by tackling a job 
and assuming a position for which France 
does not seem ready? And If the propo.ial did 
go through, would It not restore the old evils 
which, In momenUs of greater peril but great- 
er clearheadedness, the fighting allies re- 
nounced? 

Perhaps tha alow, discouraging effort to 
strengthen the United Nations Is stil! the saf ■ 
er course. If, for one thing, the U.N. could 
assume and solve the problems of dependent 
countries and colonies, either through In- 
dependence or International trusteeships, the 
world might bo closer to real peace than It 
would be through a federation of European 
■tates.
